3 FOR the purpose of supporting the U.S. Armed Forces and in their liberation of the
4 Iragi people; supporting the families of the U.S. Armed Forces; suppertingthe
5 enforeement-of Reselution-1441; and generally relating to support of the U.S.
6 Armed Forces and in their liberation of the Iragi people.

7 WHEREAS, Since 1991, the United States and the United Nations have worked
8 in accordance to numerous UN resol utions to peacefully disarm Saddam Hussein and
9 thelragi government; and

10 WHEREAS, Hussein has deliberately-flodted-the witl-of-and been athreat to the
11 werld-community-and his own people; and

12 WHEREAS, In September 2002, both houses of the U.S. Congress authorized
13 the President of the United States to use force in enforcing the numerous United
14 Nationsresolutions against Hussein and the Iragi government; and

15 WHEREAS, In November 2002, the United Nations Security Council passed
16 Resolution 1441 unanimoudly declaring Irag in material breach of its obligations and
17 vowing serious consequences if Irag did not fully and immediately disarm; and
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10 WHEREAS, The United States and its coalition partners are presently engaged
11 inaconflictin Irag; and

12 WHEREAS, The Maryland General Assembly honors the bravery and courage of
13 the men and women from Maryland who have been called to active duty joining

14 hundreds of thousands of military personnel from across the United States and other
15 dlied nations to protect our nation and our world from the threat of Hussein and the
16 Iragi government; and

18 troops in wishing them well in combat and prays for their quick return after a
19 well-fought victory; now, therefore, be it
